CONKLING’S GREATEST. 
HIS SPEECH ON THE ARMY BILL. 
Special Dispatch to The Tribune. 

Wasuinoton, D. C., April 24—This day is 
one that will ever be remembered in the parlia- 
mentary history of this country, and will take 
rank with those historical Occasions in the old 
Senate when Webster, Play, and Calhoun were 
there. Of Mr. Conklimg’s speech to-day it is 
conceded by friend and foe, Democrats and Re- 
publicans alike, that it q; beyond question the 
greatest effort of his li | 

Mr. Conkling when B® took the floor found 
himself surrounded by au audience composed 
of leading public mem ot the vation. Mr. 
Evarts was in the front réw of the Diplomatic 
Gallery; Secretary 


the Republican side: 
the Democrats, were 
sat next to Dan Voorhees-and Secretary Schurz, 
who stood a few feet behind him. Mr. Rogers, 
the President's Private Secretary, was also 
present. The four membérs of the Administra- 
tion were among the most attentive listeners. 

EVERY SENATOR ‘WAS IN HIS SEAT, 
and all turned their faces towards Mr. Conkling 
the moment he addressed the Chair, and for 
the three hours that he woke. with two excep- 
tions, they followed him with the closest atten- 
tion to the end. The exeeptions were Beck, of 
Kentucky, who, after My. Conkling had been 
speaking for some time, gpparentiv apprehend- 
ing, from the tenor of Mr. Conkling’s remarks, 
that he was about to quote his famous speech, 
and not desiring a contreversy against such an 
antag onist, quietly retreated to the cloak-room, 
and Groome, of Maryland, who has seldom re- 
mained five minutes in lis seat since he became 
a Senator, spent most of his time as usual in 
running all over the Cham ber whispering in 
the ears of Senators and! members, greatly to 
their annoyance. in the: rear of the Chamber 
swarmed members of the House. Every sofa 
from the cloak-room was brought into requisi- 
tion; then chairs from ‘the committee-rooms, 
until at last ex-Secretary Rebeson, Gen. Gar- 
field, and other promiment members of the 
House were compelled te take seats in the area 
in front of the desk. 

THE GALLERIES WERE PACKED 

so closely that it it would have been impossible 
to seat another human being in them. In the 
Senate gallery the ladies filled the aisle, and even 
the door was opened so that those who could 
not enter might catch the words of the orator 
in the corridor. The ball and lobbies themselves 
were thronged by disappointed hundreds who 
had exhausted all means of obtaining admis- 
sion. An incident that attracted general atten- 
tion was the entrance of Gen. Sherman while 
Mr. Conkling was referring to the Rebellion. 
The General at first stood in the centre aisle, 
but a tew paces trom Conkling, but was soon 
afterwards escorted by Senator Davis, of Illi- 
nois, to bis own seat in the front row, while the 
Judge himself sat on one of the chairs of the 
Associated Press reporters facing the 
audience. It was, perhaps, unfortunate 
that the Judge should have placed him- 
selt in this conspicuous position, for he 
subsequently was the subject of Conkling’s 
keenest thrusts. The presence of Gen. Sher- 
map, too, became more marked by Mr. Conk- 
ling’s allusion to him by name in connection 
with his famous march “from Atlanta to the 
sea. 

It was just 4 o’clock when the speech termi- 
nated, aud Conkling appeared as fresh and 
strong as when he began. For five minutes 
after he ceased speaking he had a levee, Sen- 
ators and Representatives flocking around him. 
The Democrats remained in their seats 

AS IF SPELLBOUND. 

No one rose to reply. The argument was un- 
answerable. To-night the great speech is the 
uppermost topic of conversation everywhere. 
Hamlin, of Maine, who first became Senator in 
1848, declared that it is the finest speech ever 
delivered in the Capitol. The Democrats are 
now completely demoralized, and not even their 
leading men have the slightest idea of what 
their course will be after the President vetoes 
the Army bill, which he will certainly do. 

There was one passage in Senator Conkling’s 


speéch 
OF GREAT SIGNIFICANCE. 


In speaking of the threatened riots in New 
York in 1870, of Grant’s orders, and of his 
matchless courage always, Senator Conkling, in 
a silence that was impressive, sad: When 
next New York has occasion to record her ver- 
dict on the services of Grant, his action m 1870 
touching the peace in the City of New York will 
not be bidden away by those who espouse 
him wisely.“ There was a low murmur of 
suppressed applause in the galleries, and there 
was a wrapt attention on the floor. Blaine sat 
in his seat and didn’t smile. Evarts looked 
down solemnly from the gallery. 

Senator David Davis, of illinois will not soon 
forget Conkling's speech. He will do well if he 
escapes having affixed to him, as the result of it, 
the nick-name of *‘Soothing-Siruap Davis,” or 
Lullaby Davis.“ Judge Davis had taken a 
seat directly in front of Senator Conkling, and 
by reason of his position the more 

ATTRACTED ATTENTION TO HIMSELF. 
Mr. Conkling, iu referring to Judge Davis’ 


speech of yesterday, said: “It pleased him 
(Davis) to deliver an address, I had rather said 
an opinion, able and careful. Whatever else 
it may have proved, it proved very thoroughly 
that, except Mrs. Winslow, he is the most 
copious and exbaustive source of soothing 
sirup. The honorable Senator seemed like one 
slumbering in a storm and dreaming of a calm. 
He said there was no turmoil anywhere. One 
might think you could heara pin drov every- 
where in the country from centre to circum- 
ference. ‘Rights are secure, North and South,“ 
he said.” Then turning with a scornful look, 
and fixing his eyes upon Judge Davis, 
Conkling continued: Rights secured, North 
and South!” With these words for a text Sen- 
ator Copkling sketched the disturbed condition 
of many of the Southern States. 
BSPECIALLY THE NEGRO EXODUS, 

and requested Judge Davis to read a memorial 
which Judge Dillon had signed, describing the 
sufferings of the fugitives. “ Read it,” said 
Conkling, and see what has been done in re- 
cent weeks on the Southern Mississippi. Read 
it, with all the memorials and affidavits which 
accompany it, and Judge Dillon signed, and he 
will read one of the most sickening stories, one 
of the saddest and blackest pages in American 
history. Yet Senator Davis says all is still. 
There is no such faith,—no, not in Israel. Verily, 
order reigns in Warsaw. They have made a des- 
ert, and called it peace.“ 

‘Fair words,“ Mr. Conkling said, butter 
no parsnips,’’ and the lullaby and hush with 
which the Senator from IIlinois was misleading 
the Norta and South belonged to 

A POLICY OF BCSTACY AND GUSH 
which only served to injure the Republic. 

Later on, in classifying the Senate, speaking 
of Judge Davis, Mr. Conkling said: He does 
not belong to the Democrats, but after reading 
his speech of the other day the Democrat who 
wants anything moreof him is an insatiate 
monster. 

The restlessness of the Democratie leaders 
during the delivery of Conkling’s speech, and 
the signs of annoyance and apprehension which 
could be plainly read in their faces, indicated 
the terrific effect of that arraignment of the 
Democratic party. Sevator Conkling is not 
noted for conservatism. He uses no euphonisms 
to describe plain facts, and he characterized the 
attempts of the Democracy to enact this polit- 
icaltegisiation as treasovable. Mr. Conkling 
did not claim to make a constitutional argu- 
ment, but he developed 

ONE NEW POINT 

which was a surprise to the constitutional law- 
yers of the Senate, and which would seem to 
show that their entire scheme, even if success- 
ful, would prove to be purposeless. The law of 
1865, which they seek to repeal, Senator Conk- 
ling showed, was not a Jaw which conferred any 
authority to send or kéep troops at the polls. 
It was itself a check or limitation upon a prior 
law enacted in 1795, and signed by George 
Washington. 
tion the President flnds whatever power he has 
to preserve the peace of the United States with- 
in the States. In the debate thus far, in both 
Houses, this law of the days of Washing- 
ton seems to have been overlooked; 
yet that and the Constitution give the 
President full power to see that the lawsof the 
United States are executed, and that is the 
only law by which United States soldiers can go 
intoa State to the polls or elsewhere. He 
charged it to be the Democratic purpose to 

UNCOVER THE BALLOT-BOX TO FRAUD, 
and that their plot was to compel the Executive 
to violate his oath and prerogative as the price 
to be paid a political party for allowing the 
Government to live. Mr. Conkling said that 
the only purpose of the tianagers of the Demo- 
critic party in attempting this legislation was 
because they feared they could not 
carry New York except they could 
return to the period, of unrestricted 
fraud which existed in 1806. The bill is a strife 
tor Empire. It isa contrivance to clutch this 
Government. Conkling, by au ingenious analy- 
sis of the two Houses of Congress, showed that 

SOUTHERN MEA CON FROL THE CAUCUS, 
and that, had they exerted their power, this in- 
sulting summons to the Rrecutive would never 
have been made. Senator Conkling’s speech 
contained many points that will furnish seed- 
corn of thought for the eountry. He showed 
that out of the $234,831,461 of tax collected 
last year, but little over 615, 000.000 came from 
the eleven seceding States, of which more than 
half was from tobacco. Deducting the tobacco, 
the amount of tax paid by the seceding States 
was little over $7,000,000. The command of 
the Constitution to make appropriations is 
plain. To refuse them is treason. 

Senator Wallace, of Pennsylvania, sat directly 
in front of Senator Conkling when the latter, 
speaking of the election frauds in New York 
City, said that some of the vaturalization pa- 
pers were white and some were coffee colored. 
The audience instructively remembered the old 
appellation, “‘Coffee-Pop Wallace.” Some of 
these fraudulent naturalization certificates in 
New York City did service in Germany to keep 
from duty in the Franco-Prussian War Ger- 
mans who had never visited the United States. 
The proposition to strike out the political 
amendments to the bill 

FAILED BY A STRICT PARTY VOTE, 
and the ancient Senator Saulsbury, who is un- 
accustomed to act in the majority, again 
committed an indiscretion in stating that the 
Democrats had decreed that the bill should be 
passed without any change. 

Blaine’s modified amendment, which forbids 
all persons armed with weapons to approaca 
the polls, was defeated by the Democrats. 

An amendment proposed by Senator Windom, 
that no person approach the South with intent 
to interfere with elections, was also defeated by 
the Democratic majority, as was an amendment 
to strike the word civil“ from the proposed 
repeal, so that a civil posse might execute the 
law at the polls if need be. 

Senator Blaine at the end of the discussion 
expressed his earnest disapproval] of any possi- 
ble agreement which may have been made to 
dismiss the prosecution against Democrats for 
frauds upon the Election laws in return for the 
pardon of Smalls and Cardozo. 

THE SOUTH CAROLINA PROSECUTIONS. 

In view of the suggestion made in the Senate 
this afternoon, that the South Carolina p rosecu- 
tious have been postponed in consideration of 
the pardon by the Governor of the State of ex- 
Congressman Smalls, it is proper to say no such 
arrangement has been made or approved by the 
Administration. The conduct of the election 
cases in court at Charleston was left 
entirely to the discretion of District 
Attorney Northrup and his assistant, 
Col. Mackey, but they were not authorized 
to make any compromise with accused persons 
or discontinue the prosecution without instruc- 
tions from the Department of Justice, and no 
such instructions have teen sent. If Cardozo 
and Smalis bave made any terms with the au- 
thorittes of South Carolina, the Administration 
is not party to them either directly or in- 
directly. The report of District-Attorney 
Northrup on these bills has not yet been re- 
ceived, and the actual reasons for continuing 
the cases to the next term of the Court are not 
therefore known here.

In the latter part of 1860, Howell Cabb, of 
Georgia, resigned the office of Secretary of the 
Treasury. The finances of the Government 
were then fina deplorable condition. it was 
found impossible to do anything without the 
aid of capitalists in New York. Ina few weeks 
a delegation hastened to Washington from this 
city and insisted with President Buchavan that 
the Treasury Department must be placed in the 
hands of one in whom they had confidence, and 
avowed that they would not be satisfied unless 
the appointment fell upon Mr. Dix. In the fol- 
lowing January Mr. Dix assumed the duties of 
the office. Not long after this Maj. Anderson 
made his famous movement from Fort Moultrie 
to Fort Sumter, which so excited the indigua- 
tion of Secretary Floyd that he threatened to 
resign if Anderson was not ordered back. 
Thereupon Mr. Dix at once told the President 
that the recall of Maj. Anderson would be a 


signa) for the immediate resignation of himself 
and Messrs. Stanton and Holt, also members of 
the Cabinet. This decided the wayering Execu- 
tive, and Mr. Floyd left the Government. 

New Orleans was at this time in virtual pos- 
session of the Secession party. Two revenue 
cutters, the Caro and the McClelland, which 
were there, the new Secretary ordered to New 
York. The special agent whom he had sent to 
bring them arrived at New Orleans too late. 
The Captain of the McClelland, after consuit- 
ing with the Collector of that port, refused to 
obey, and the other cutter was already in pos- 
session of the State authorities of Alabama. 
Secretary Dix thereupon telegraphed bis agent 
to arrest the Captain, and in case he offered any 
resistance to treat him as a mutineer, closing 
his dispatch with the memorable words: “if 
any one attempts, to haul down the American 
flag, shoot him on the spot.”’ 

A few years ago Gen. Dix related to a reporter 
of one of. the New York papers the circum- 
stances which attended the sending of this la- 
mous order. The authorities in Washington 
bad looked quietly on at the seizure of forts, 
arsenals, and revenue cutters without a word of 
remonstrance, and I confess,’’ he said, that 
my blood boiled.“ When he received word from 
his agent that the Captain of the McClelland re- 
fused positively in writing to obey his orders, be 
went from the White House, where he was stay- 
ing temporarily, to his room in the Treasury 
Building, sat down, and “ obeying the impulse 
of the moment, wrote the dispatch. When he 
had finished it he thought of taking it over to 
the President for approval, but remem- 
bering bis caution and prudence, especially 
bis paramount desire that there 
must be blood shed the North should 
not spill the first drop, I concluded to ac; 
at once and on my own responsibility.“ The 
letter was given to the clerk, who copied it and 
went with it directly to the telegraph office. 
Keceiving no reply from the agent, Mr. Dix 
feared his dispatch had been intercepted. and 
two or three days afterward, at the next Cab- 
inet meeting, he remarked to Mr. Buchanan: 
1 am afraid, Mr. President, we have lost 
another revenue cutter,’ and explained to him 
the loss of the McOlelland. ‘“‘ What did you do 
about it? asked the President. “I sent word 
to Jones to have Breshwood (the Captain) ar- 
rested, to put Caldwell in command, and if any- 
one attempted to haul down the American flag 
to shoot him on the spot.“ The President 
started, and said, somewhat sternly, with an 
air of incredulity: “*Did you write that!“ 
No; 1 telegraphed it, was the reply. 
President never alluded to the 
matter again, although Mr. Dix saw 
him almost constantly until the 4th of March 
following. About a week afterward Louisiana 
seceded. Capt. Breshwood, saying that he acted 
under the orders of the Legislature, bad, mean- 
while, transferred the revenue cutter to the care 
of that body, and when the ordinance of seces- 
sion passed he hoisted the flag of Louisiana in 
place of the Stars and Stripes. 

Au ordinary seaman, continued Mr. Dix in 
the interview, ‘‘on board the cutter saw where 
the American flag was secreted after it had been 
taken down, and when Gen. Butler reached 
New Orleans the spirited young fellow hastened 
to the cutter, took the flog from its place of 
concealment and gave it to the General, who 
sent it to me. It is now in my possession. Upon 
my recommendation the patriotic seaman was 
appointed a Lieutenant in the regular service, 
where he did gallant work throughout 
the War. He died ashort time ago. The order 
to Jones, very unexpectedly to me, leaked out 
through the persons who had intercepted it, and 
Was soon the subject of remark in Washington, 
where it was accorded a variety of receptions. 
One May at dinner in the White House, a large 
number of guests being present, a niece of the 
President’s turned suddenly to me with the 

nestion, Did you issue that order?’ She was,

But this appointee turned out to be un- 
reliable in money matters, and the fact was re- 
ported to Mr. Sumner, who, incredulous, went 
to see the President. Mr. Lincoln was in pos- 
session of evidences of the man’s dishonesty, 
and laid them before Mr. Sumner, assuring 
him that the man was undoubtedly a bad egg. 
Mr. Sumner was obliged to admit the force 
of the evidence, but he did not appreciate the 
President's homely characterization. Why.“ 
said he, “‘Ican’t tell his friends that he is ‘a 
bad egg. 0 yes,” said Mr. Lincoln, „that 
expresses it exactly. You tell them that I say 
their man is a bad egg.“ And the classical 
Senator departed with this tmelegant message, 
which he no doubt altered into more polisned 
phrase before impartivg it. 

The other anecdote illustrates Mr. Lincoln’s 
fondness for a practical joke, however simple.

An Interview with Ex-Gov. 
Ohio—His Views as to Presidential Nomi- 
nations and the Prospects jn the Buckeye 
State. 


Special Digpatch to The Teens. 

Cotumsus, O., April 24.—With a view of 
ascertaining the opinion of prominent gentle- 
men in regard to the most available candidates 
for the Presidency in 1880, ex-Gov. Dennison, 
Postmaster-General under President Lincoln’s 
Administration, was called upon, and an er- 
pression of his views asked for. 

The Governor thougut it quite early to form 
an opinion at this time, as, within one year, 
legislation might bring about new questions 
which could not be foreseen at the present time. 
From what he had observed during the past few 
months, he was strongly impressed that, were 
the convention held this summer, Gen. Grant 
would receive the nomination with but trifling 
opposition, if any. He believed that the present 
legislation in Washington by the Demo-Confed- 
erates has done much towards bringing the 
ex President's name again before the 
people. The disposition of the North- 
ern Democrats to acquiesce in all the 
Demands made by Confederate Briga- 
diers had created a feeling of uncertainty among 
the people, and the sentiments which made a 
unit of the Republican party during the dark 
days of the War were again visible. The peo- 
ple had confidence in Grant, although some 
might prefer some other man. Were there not 
a noticeable change in public sentiment, there 
was scarcely a doubt of his nomination for the 
third time. If, on the other band, affairs. in 
the South remained quiet, and the bulldozing of 
the colored people ceased, the White Leagues 
and Rifle Clubs disbanded, and peace reigned 
in that section, he thought it very probable that 
Seeretary Sherman would loom up as one of the 
leading candidates io the race. He regarded 
Mr. Sherman as one of the ablest financiers in 
this or any other country, and the people recog- 
nized his successful mapagement witb gratitude 
and pride. 

‘The Governor was questioned as to his opin- 
ion on the result in Ouio this fail, and repiied 
that he had no doubt whatever of the ability of 
the Republicans to elect their State ticket by a 
goes majority. He thought the party was now 

rmly united on the more important questions; 
and, when this was the case, the State was Re- 


publican. 

In reference to the ibility of the State be- 
ing captured by the Democracy this fall, he 
thought it might be construed as a victory fir 
Thurman; but, on the contrary, should the 
Republicans gain the victory, he thought that 
Mr. Thurman’s chances before the Democratic 
National Convention would be second, with 
Tilden im the lead. In case Mr. Thurman 
could not go into the Convention with the 
prestige of a victory in his own State, he would 
— receive much zupport from the Eastern 

tates. 

Should Ohio be carried by the Democrats and 
Greenhackers this fall, he did not think there 
would be danger in 1880. Whenever there are 
great issues at stake, asin a Presidential coo- 
test, there were none but the two organizations 
in the field; and at such times Ohio had always 
been true to the principles of the Republican 


party. 

Regarding the two leading in the race fog the 
Democratic Presidential nomination, Gov. 
Dennison believed that Mr. Tilden was 
the strongest on the track. His reasons 
for coming to this conclusion were these: 
From the very day the Electoral Com- 
mission decided that Hayes was elected until 
the pregent hour, the Democratic press and all 
the machinery of the party had been proclaim- 
ing to the world, in the Houses of Congress, on 
the stump, in season and out of season, that 
Mr. Tilden haa been defrauded of the i- 
dency. If the Demoeratte party are honest in 
their assertions, and believe their candidate was 
elected, they are morally bound by all that is 
honorable to renominate him; if they do not, 
the public will believe their cry of fraud as in- 
sincere, and those who honestly believe that Mr. 
Tilden was elected will desert the party. For 
over two years Mr. Tilden has been engaged 
in orgunizing for the campaign in 1880. He is 
not only well informed as to the organization‘*of 
his own State, but of Ohio; in fact, he has his 
plans well laid, and is probably fully informed 
as to the West and South. His long connec- 
tion with orgavizing the political campaigns in 
his own State bas given him wide experience; 
and, said the Governor, I regard him the best 
political organizer in the Democratic party.“ 

The Governor believed Mr. Thurman’s flirta- 
tion with the Greenbackers bad forever de- 
stroyed his becoming a favorite in the East. 
The carrying ef New York, being very im- 
portant, would add to Gov. Iden’s strength 
in the Convention,—it not being claimed that 
Mr. Thurman could carry that State, if nomi- 
nated.

I would keep his 
name before the people, and repeat the ‘ wrong’ 
that has been done him, and, in fact, make him
